viour, we could not conscientiously refuse 
their request,and therefore agreed to have 
them baptized to-morrow at sunset. 

Nov. 7th, Lord’s Day.—We bad worship 
as usual, and the people dispersed. About 
half an hour before sunset the two candi- 
dates came to the zayat, accompanied vy 
three or four of their friends; and after a 
short prayer, we proceeded to the spot, 
where Moung Nau was formerly baptized. 
The sun was not allowed to look upon the 
humble, timed profession. No wondering 
crowd crowned-the overshadowing hill.

prophets, and to converse about their con- 
tents. 

2. Can you mention some peculiar in- 
stances? Not of any true conversion. But

[n the month past, I gave the last copy toa 
Jewish teacher. ' He told me that if | wish- 
ed in that way to produce any effect upon 
his brethren, who in this neighborhood 
were altogether poor and destitute of in- 
struction, the New Testarhent ought to be 
translated ,into the Jewish-German lan- 
guage. Thesame wish is expressed in the 
last volume of the Basle Collections ; and 
| have already consulted with some Chris- 
tian friends how it may be satisfied in the 
best manner. That, however, the New 
Testaments received from Mr. Keetmann 
are read, is proved by the fact, that mamy 
Jews who have heard of them, or seen 
them; have applied to me for copies. 

4. Is any change observable in the sen- 
timents of the Jews respecting the person 
of Jesus? ; 

A learned Jew confessed to me, that he 
conceived the time when the Messiah 
sheuld appear to be elapsed, and many 
others are of the same Opinion. Yet they 
cannot believe Jesus to be the Messiah, be- 
cause Christians tn general are so little bene- 
fitted by their belief inhim. ‘That, he assur- 


I feel deeply interested in the salvation 
of Israel, and you will permit me to ask 
you, from motives of love to that people, 
for some copies of the New Testament and 
of Tracts: of the former, I could distri- 
bute about twenty-five among intelligent 
Jews;,of the Tract No, 29, and others 
which contain prophecies not yet fulfilled, 
1 would soon dispose of 100 copies; if a 
Jewish German translation of these Tracts 
has already been published, I should pre- 
fer that.

HINDUISM IN CEYLON. 


From the London Methodist Magazine. 


Extract of a Letter from Mr. Fox, dated 
rincomalee, Sept. 3, 1819. 


My voyage round the island to this dis. 
trict was a dangerous one. To escape 
shipwreck we landed at Ramisseram, hav- 
ing sent a raft on shore for a boat; for we 
had not one on board. This unsonght for 
circumstance gave me an opportunity of 
examining the disposition of the people, in 
reference to schools and instruction. The 
native headman of the island, Moote Swa- 
mey, was very. attentive to us, and he had 
heard with pleasure of our extensive sys- 
tem of education in Ceylon; but, added 
he, “we have nothing here—no missiona- 
ries come here to teach the children.” | 
feund a few who spoke Portuguese, and 
gave them St. Matthew’s Gospel, which 
our mission has translated and printed in 
Ceylon-Portuguese, and I was happy to 
find that it was well undersjood. The 
island is not the most fruitful, though far 
from being barren. On the coasts it is ve- 











ed, me was bis greatest stumbling-block. 1’ ;y sandy and hot, though shaded by numer- 
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English mile: then the inharmonious music 
swelled into its highest notes, and the peo- 
ple worshipped! The Bramins, preceded 
by females and banners, came from the tem- 
ple, carrying something covered on their 
shoulders in a similar mode to that of car- 
rying a corpse on a bier. All hands were 
up, and some of the people prostrated 
themselves on their faces. The Bramins 
marched on, and ascended a flight of stone 
steps, leading to a building close by the car, 
and enthroned their god in the midst, and 
uncovered him: he was but a few inches 
long, and fixed in the centre of a piece of 
wreath-work like an ancient shicld. In- 
cense was burned before him, and flowers 
were strewed. The Bramins brake cocoa- 
nuts in his presence, and the people below 
broke them on the wheels» A cable was 
fixed to the car, and the volunteers to draw 
were plentiful. Then a sheep was slain, 
and its blood dashed upon the wheels; a 
bell rung above, and the groaning wheels, 
creeking on their wooden axles, were put 
in motion, and proceeded a few yards and 
stopped, while some wooden wedges, to put 
under the wheels, in order to facilitate its 
motion, were oiled with cocoa-nut-oil.
